Beloved  Brethren, —

jEind  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  My  heart  is  greaUy  cheei-ud  to 
see  so  many  familiar  faces  from  every  part  of  the  Diocese,  and 
I  feel  truly  thankful,  that  in  the  gracious  providence  of  God,  we 
are  permitted  once  more  to  ^ect  as.  a  Synod,  collectively  and 
unitedly,  to  deliberate  and  take  brc^therly  counsel  together, 
how  best  to  maintain  and  advance  the  spiritual  and  temporal 
weU-being  of  our  beloved  Zion.  With  a  unity  of  purpose,  and  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  our  efforts  to  extend  Christ's  kingdom,  we 
may  confidently  rely  upon  the  promise  that  our  labors  will  not 
be  in  vain  in  the  Lord ;  nay,  that  he  will  prosper  our  handy 
work  upon  us. 

We  meet  on  this  occasion  imder  somewhat  altered  circum- 
stances— as  "  The  Incorporaited  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Huron." 

The  union,  of  the  Church  Society  with  the  Synod  —  in 
accordance  with  resolutions  passed  by  both  bodies — ^was  legalised, 
during  the  last  session  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  by  a  special 
Act  of  Parliament  •  .si 

We  expect  the  happiest  results  from  this  union,  fqr  while 
no  changes  o\  alterations  will  be  made  in  the  objects  and  prin- 
eiplea  which  t^e  late  Church  Society  endeavored  to  promote, 
.ma  imwagement  of  our  funds  will  from  henceforth  be  ad- 
!  mini»tered  by  the  Synod,  instead  of  as  heretofore  by  a  few 
members  of  the  Church  Society.  Now  every  measure,  whether 
financial  dr  ecclesiastical,  affecting  the  weU-being  and  good 
gbv^ment  of  the  Church,  must  meet  with  the  sanetioiE  and 
to^rbval  of  this  le^isktive  body,  who  represent  the  whole 
0nm^  of  the  Diocese.

tmpliwdjses  of  wealfh,  Hi^  bad  ;to  ejtercise  the 
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striotett  eoonomy  and  self-denial,  and  been  compelled  t6  cir- 
cumscribe within  narrower  limits  the  stream  of  their  Christian 
benevolence.  We  should  take  it  as  a  mark  of  the  Divine  favor 
that  His  ministering  servants  have  still  experienced  the  fulfil- 
ment of  His  precious  promises  to  His  people ;  and  that  in  reply 
to  their  Lord's  inquiir  as  to  whether  they  "  Lacked  anting  " 
essential  to  their  well-beinff  whilst  engaged  in  His  service,  they 
can  exclaim  with  His  faithful  disciples  of  old,  "  Nothing! " 

In  addition  to  other  unfavorable  circumstdnces,  and  those 
likely  injuriously  to  affect  our  finances,  we  should  i!iote  the 
severity  of  the  past  winter,  and  the  inaccessible  chaiticter  of  the 
roads,  which  in  very  many  instances  prevented  the  hplding  of 
the  usual  missionaiy  meetings,  rieducinff  largely  also  our  Sunday 
collections,thus  interfering  seriously  wiw  the  anticipated  returns. 

But  fully  to  realize  what  has  been  accompUshed  in  the 
Diocese  at  laige,  as  to  Church  support  and  extension  during  the 
past  year,  we  must  take  into  acccount  not  only  what  has  heen 
raised  for  the  Mission  Fund,  but  what  has  been  subscribed  to 
meet  the  reductions  made  in  the  different  grants ;  also  what 
has  been  done  towards  building,  restoring  and  repairing  churches 
and  parsonages,and  reducing  ai(d  liquidating  debts  on  the  sama 

Calmly  reviewing,  beloved  brethren,  all  these  circumstances, 
and  fairiy  estimating  the  period  through  which  we  have  passed, 
I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  a  cause  for  deep  thank- 
fulness to  Qod,  that  our  funds  have  not  suffered  more,  than  has 
been  stated  by  our  Secretary  in  the  report  read  to  you  last 
ovening  at  bur  Missionary  Meeting. 

'And  here,  let  me  remind  you,  my  brethren,  in  what  under 
God  the  true  stahUiiif  and  success  of  our  Church  consists: — It  is 
not  found  in  State  endowments,  however  acceptable  in  the  hour 
of  need;  it  is  not  in  the  benefactions  of  the  worldly-minded, 
however  princely,  but  in  the  systematic,  scriptural,  self-saorific- 
ine  efforts  of  her  own  children.  The  sooner  we  learn,  and  praoti- 
caUy  (Barry  out  this  truth,  the  better  for  the  Church  and  for 
burselves. 

It  is  not  on  uncertain  aids  that  we  must  learn  to  lean,  but 
singly  upon  Gk)d  and  upon  each  other.  The  sooner  the  Padtor' 
learns  to  look  to  those  to  whom  he  ministers  for  his  entire 
support;  the  spon^r  old  established  and  able  mission^  feiel it  to 
be  not  only  tideir  duty  to  provide  for  the  temporal  wants  of 
those,  who  labbirand  care  for  their  spiritual  weU-being^li^ut  de^ 
it  a  hig^  and  holy  privilege  to  render  assistance  to  tjie  pocver 
missions  in  the  Diocese,  the  sooner  will  the'Churoh  atttun'  to  a 
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gosifcion  of  trae  stability,  and  her  progress  will  keep  pace  with 
er  necessities,  fuid  the  desires  and  aspirations  of  our  hearts  to 
provide  all  within  this  rapidly  growing  IHocase,  with  the  means 
of  grace,  will  be  sooner  realized.  Mission  grants  are  needful  to 
the  formation  of  a  mission,  where  the  population  is  scattered 
and  poor,  but  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  a  parish,  there 
should  be  a  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  people,  not  only  to 
relinquisli  the  mission  grant  enjoyed  for  many  years,  but  a 
disposition  to  aid  liberally  those  localities  which  are  exactly  in 
the  same  needy  condition  as  they  once  were. 

In  a  living  Church,  with  ample  temporary  resources,  there 
will  be  no  abject  reliance  on  extraneous  aid.  Growth  and  ex- 
tension are  to  her  the  simple  effects  of  her  being;  the  energizing 
influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  constant  presence  of  Him 
who  is  her  divine  Head,  and  Whose  grace  is  all  sufficient  for 
her,  renders  her  instinct,  with  life  and  power. 

Beloved  brethren,  while  gratefully  recognizing  the  goodness 
and  love  of  God,  in  what  He  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  do 
for  us  and  by  us,  and  for  the  increase  also  in  the  number  of  our 
Clergy  and  Communicants,  I  must  confess  to  a  feeling  of  sadness 
ftnd  great  uneasiness,  when  I  contemplate  the  wide  mission  field* 
whicn  lies  altogether  beyond  the  reach  of  our  present  efirorts,and  to 
which  we  have  not  even  attempted  to  minister.  I  mean  the  61,000 
Church  members  and  the  36  townships,  altogether  destitute  of 
Church  ordinances  and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel-Kingdom, 
to  which  I  drew  your  serious  Attention  in  my  last  Address  to 
the  Synod.  This  subject  has  ever  since  engaged  my  most 
anxious  thoaghts.  For  want  of  means,  T  have  been  constrained 
to  follow  the  example  of  my  revered  predecessor,  who,  finding 
that  all  the  funds — ^including  the  surplus  commutation  money — 
were  inadequate  to  meet  even  the  existing  grants  to  the 
Missionaries  of  the  Diocese,  without  increasing  the  debt,  warned 
the  candidates  for  ordination  that  he  "  eonid  not  promise  any 
support  from  the  Chv/rch  Society,  and  thai  they  should  enter 
upon  thtir  missions  at  their  own  risk" 

The  oare  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  presses 
specially  haixl  updn  the  Bishop.  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates 
return  from  the  Synod  to  their  respective  spheres  of  duty,  and 
their  xmnds  are  naturally  occupied,  if  not  idtogether  absorbed, 
with  local  Church  demands,  while  the  Bishop,  without  inter- 
mission, 10  left  to  bear  the  burden  and  "  the  care  of  all  the 
Churches."  The  continual  "Macedonian  cry  for  help"  from 
Qveiy  past  qf  ^e  Piocese  reaches  him  chiefly,  and  is  perpetually 
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linging  in  his  ears,  with  this  ptunful  consciousness  that  he  has 
not  "  tfhe  i^herewith  "  to  answer  the  call,  fmd  render  the  help 
appealed  for. 

Is  it  not  possible,  I  ask,  to  do  something  effectual  for  our 
fellow-churchmen,  in  that  large  portion  of  territory  within  our 
Diocese,  which  the  Lord  has  committed  to  our  charge,  and  which 
lies  destitute  of  the  services  of  our  beloved  Church  I  I  do 
appeal  to  my  brethren,  by  all  the  consideration  of  loy^ty  to  the 
Church,  but  above  all  for  the  love  of  Christ  to  devise  some 
plans  and  means  by  which  we  can  at  least  alleviate  the 
spiritual  necessities  of  those,  whom  we  are  bound  to  help  by  all 
that  is  dear  to  the  heart  of  Christ. 

I  feel  very,  very  deeply  upon  this  point — more  than  language 
can  express ;  so  much  so  that  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  sin  to 
leave  iMs  place,  in  which  we  have  met  to  deliberate  for  the 
good  of  the  Church,  and  where  we  have  solemnly  invoked 
God'p<  help  and  blessii^,  without  grappling  with  the  question 
in  downright  earnest,  and  with  the  godly  determinatioh,  not 
only  to  legislate  upon  but  to  do  at  once,  and  that 
effectually,  the  work  which  stares  us  in  the  face. 

As  your  Bishop,  and  as  one  responsible  together  with  you 
before  God,  for  euay  slackness  in  this  all  important  matter,  I 
solemnly  call  upon  you,  and  entreat  you,  to  take  up  this  queistion 
"with  all  your  might,"  and  let  us  i|ot  break  up  th^s  3ynod 
until  we  have  .done  something,  that  wiM  tell  to  the  Chi]urc)i  and 
the  world  that  we  really  pare  for  our  brethren  in  their  wilder- 
ness, and  desire  them  to  be  made  recipients  of  those  Gospel 
privileges,  which  we  so  richly  enjqy. 

I  look  to  you,  beloved  brethren,  for  your  aid  in  this  matter. 
I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  me,  for  the  burden  is  truly  heavier  than 
I  can  bear  alone.  Let  us  enter  upon  this  undertaking  in  the 
spirit  of  faith  and  prayer,  and  surely  God,  even  our  own  God, 
will  give  us  His  blessing. 

Let  us  believe  in  the  promises  of  God,  which  in'  Christ  are. 

Yea,  and  in  Him,  Amen.      Let  us  work  while  it  is  day,  and  we 

may  rest  assured  that  God  will  own  and  honor  Hie  own  work 

>4n  which  we  are  eiq^aged,  and  make  us  equal  to  ourduty^in  this 

^matter
